B. M- Jewell, head of the rail- 
way employes department stated that 
the vote being cast so far has been 
overwhelmingly for a walkout.

and titles prior to 1917. The Ameri- 
can government is not satisfied with 
the assurances given and wants an 
explicit statement to that effect to be 
embodied in a treaty. 
This the Mexi- 


cans have for one reason or anothei — 
mostly national pride—declined to do. 
But it is pointed out that the agree- 
ment on financial Questions reached 
in New York involves questions on 
which Mexicans are far wore sensi- 
tive than the making 
of a 
formal 


treaty. 


SEEK AMERICAN* LOANS 


The main object of recognition is to 


get the moral support of a govern- 
ment in a country where loans may 
be sought. If the agreement reached 
in New Tork is the forerunner—as 
it inevitably must be—of the exten- 
sion to Mexico of financial aid the 
question of recognition will become 
academic. There is on the other hand 
little chance that Mexico will be given 
a loan until the United Sta.tes govern 
ment obtains the assurance it seeks. 
For American bankers have promised 
the department of state that no loans 
would be floated for the benefit of 
foreign countries until the govern- 
ment at Washington had an oppor- 
tunitv of interposing an objection. 
It seems certain that while the bank- 
ers are glad to have had the oppor- 
tunity to clear up past indebtedness 
they will not immediately leap into 
the realm of larger financial transac- 
tions for the future unless they know 
the United States government intends 
to throw the full weight of its Influ- 
ence to the support of the Obregon 
government whose life will be short 
lived without financial aid as well as 
recognition.

"Rational American league" is typical. 
It is starting a national campaign for the 
repeal of the Volstead act and new legis- 
lation re-defining "intoxicating liquor'' 
in terms that would permit the manufac- 
ture and sale of beer and wines of low- 
alcoholic content. 


There will be a fight waged, perhaps,

IT ISNT FIT TO EAT 


A reader takes the pulpit today: 
"You 
medical -writers seem to be enti-elv ignorant 


of the fact that tobacco is used in any other way 
than smoked. 
Do you never eome in contact with 


chewers. or is tobacco innocuous when used in this 
way? 
In our vicinity (and I imagine similar condi- 


tions obtain in other parts) but a small minority of 
men working in the factories do not chew. 
At the 


height of prosperity 
Goodyear employed 
30.000. 


Their factory weekly announced that their private 
supply store was selling 10.000 package? nf tobacco 
a day. 
Perhaps half of the men bought then- to- 


bacco outside the factory. 
Of course a good many 


of the employes were women, none of whom, it 
seems safe to say. chewed. 
In view of these facts 


it would seems that chewing is a very 
prevalent 


practice and since you have issued such cormnrmg 
talks on the smoke nuisance I believe a great many 
readers would appreciate a discussion from an un- 
prejudiced health expert on chewing." 


Perhaps we should have hung out placards in- 


forming all comers that this meeting was to be for 
men only. 
Still forewarned is forearmed, and per- 


haps it would be as well to admit cigaret smoking, 
er. females: for those of them who do not adopt 
pipes eventually may take up chewing. 


The chewing habit arises de novo in very rare in- 


stances, tho as a general rule it is acquired by de- 
grees from nibbling bits of tobacco while smoking. 


Whether chewing is more injudious than smoking 


I do not know. 
If I were to hazard a mere con- 


jecture I should say smoking is much more injur- 
ious. 
The difficulty in forming an opinion lies in 


the uncertainty of our knowledge of the effect of to- 
bacco. 
That smoking is injurious and 
in 
many 


cases fatal of course every physician knows, 
but 


whether the injury is attribulate to nicotine or some 
other substance in tobacco, or to carbon monoxide 
formed in the process of combustion, we are still 
uncertain. If the injury is due to the small but ap- 
preciable amounts -of carbon monoxide in tobacco 
smoke, that would rather favor chewing, so far as 
toxic effects are concerned. 
But aside from the 


question of poisoning', out of mere decency any man 
should be ashamed to chew tobacco if he associates 
with clean people. 


It is scarcely possible that scores of employes in 


a factory or shop could chew while at work Without 
expectorating more or less. 
Alas for the brutish 


filth of some workmgmen. they expectorate in the 
running oil or cutting mixture in machine shops, 
thus Contaminating the mixture and infecting their 
helpless associates with boils and other skin and 
wound infections. 
Such men ought to be hazed in- 


to a realization of their unendurable filthiness by 
the men who have to work alongside.

a sure catch of a thrown hall from 
any position with one or both hands. 


Since probably 
30 per cent of all 


the outs are made at first base, it is 
apparent why a first baseman must 
be a sure catch. 


The first baseman 
must 
always 


take into consideration the 
places 


where the batter usually hits 


The peculiarities 
of 
the 
batters 


must always be studied. 
There are 


in the major 
leagues a number of 


batters known as line-hitters 
That 


is they more often hit the bail down 
the first base foul line than between 
the first and second baseman. 
Foi 


such a type of hitter the first base- 
man must play close to the bag 


A situation that troubles a lot of 


ambitious youngsters is when to hold 
the runners on. 
This of course de 


pends to a large extent on the stage 
of the game, the score, the batter and 
the number of outs. 


With a runner on fiist, and second 


unoccupied, the first baseman should 
always hold the runner close by play- 
ing the bag. 


With runners on first and second 


and a sacrifice in order, the first base- 


man must play in close for the ox 
pectcd hunt and try to get the run 
ner at third if possible. 


If your team enjoys a good 
lead 


and there are runners on first and 
second, one or no outs, it is usuallv 
advisable to play hack, since you are 
almost certain the batter is going to 
hit the ball hard 
and there is no 


chance for the runners to try to steal 


In a great many cases it is hard to 


figure out any set rule for play. 
I 


think the best way to determine how 
to play the runner and batter is to: 


Take into consideration the stage 


of the game and the score. 
Figure 


what the opposition is trying to do. 
If common sense tells you it is better 
to hold a man on to help 
make a 


double play, hold him on. 


Shifting the feet on throws is very 


important. If a ball is thrown on the 
first baseman's right, the 
left 
foot 


should be on the corner of the bag 
nearest the line of travel of the ball 
and the right foot extended toward 
the throw in order to get the maxi 
mum reach in that direction. 


If the ball is thrown 
to the first 


baseman's left, the right foot should 
be on the bag with the left 
foot ex-
